epic poem and the dialogue 
of a play, according to Dr. 
Gerard A. Larson, associate 
professor of speech arts. 

Larson refers to Aristotle's 
Poetics for a distinction be- 
tween epic poetry and dram- 
atic poetry. In Aristotle’s 
opinion, the panoramic can- 
vas of the epic, the number 
of people represented and the 
passage of history are all 
substances of poetry which 
cannot be well dramatized. 
The immediacy of conflict, 
the reversals and discoveries 
found in the plot, the spec- 
tacle of the people moving, 
and the facade before which 
they enact their roles. are 
dramatic and seem to require 
the stage form. 

The poem by Stephen Vin- 
cent Benet is a sweeping pic- 
ture of the Civil War period; 
it crosses the lines to bring 
the reader figures from both 
the North and South. Larson 
described it as making a 
“statement about man and his 
need to attain the goals he

State May Again 
BuySchoolTexts 


Berkeley —-AP— The State 
Curriculum Commission to- 
day recommended the pur- 


chase of several privately- 
published elementary school 
textbooks. 


This is the second consecu- 
tive year the commission has 
broken away from the 3l-year 
old practice of the state prin- 
ting its own textbooks on 
state presses. 

The State Board of Educa- 
tion will open publishers bids 
for the fifth and eighth grade 
textbooks in Sacramento to- 
day. 

Until last year, the state 
had printed its own textbooks. 

The textbooks recommend- 
ed were a fifth grade history, 
put out by McMillan & Co., a 
fifth grade geography and 
supplementary history books, 
bv Ginn and Co., and eighth 
grade history texts by Hough- 
ton Mifflin Co. and Prentice 
Hall. 

The recommended  text- 
books, said Dr. Erwin O. Ad- 
dicott, commission vice chair- 
man and vice president of 
Fresno State College, differ 
from current textbooks pri- 
marily in the updating of in- 
formation.

A 5-2 vote with one abstention resulted following dis- 
cussion of the peace group's tenets by chairman John 
Platania. He stressed that all members of the CPU do not 


concur on all issues, and that 
the organization intends to 
serve as an organ through 
which any concepts concern- 
ing the alternatives to war 
may be heard 


Wardell Connerly, student 
body president. stated that to 
limit the organization’s activi- 
ties would be “penalizing 
them for something they 
haven't done yet.” A motion 
that any off-campus actions 
of the groups be required to 
have sanction of the BOD 
died for lack of a second. Con. 
nerly added that “it is only 
just we apply the same stan- 
dards to them as to anyone 
else.” 

The CPU, termed a “crusa- 
ing group” that exists by “pes- 
tering people,” met some op- 
position but, with recognition 
of Council, is accorded “all the 
privileges that are granted to 
any organization.” Negative 
votes were cast by Jim Will- 
jams, business administration 
representative, and John Mc- 
Connell, ASSSC treasurer. 


Letter Received 

As Shared Malelu, faculty 
representative, has been un- 
able to attend Council meet- 
ings regularly, Connerly ap- 
pointed a committee to rec- 
ommend possible replacements 
for the assistant professor of 
sociology. 

In a letter to the Council, 
Malelu expressed the opinion 
that “the faculty is not an in- 
terest group with a claim or 
a right to representation in 
the conduct of student affairs.” 
He further observed that stu- 
dent government “is peculiar- 
ly unaccountable to the stu- 
dent body at large... It 
seems to me that student 
leadership is here confronted 
with a major challenge—to 
engage the student body in 
full and active participation 
in the life ~f the college com- 
munit.y ™ 

Malelu suggested that stu- 
dent leaders visit classes amd 
participate in classroom dis- 
cussion on “their commitments 
to leadership on important 
issues at hand.” He _ indi- 
cated an interest in the “sub- 
stantive negotiation” of “ques- 
tions about the nature, the 
meaning and effectiveness of 
the coliege community.” 

Student Vote Suggested

NearPermanentStatus 


The five Sacramento State 
College social sororities will 
become eligible for perman- 
ent on-campus status at the 
beginning of the spring sem- 
ester, one step away from na- 
tional affiliation. 

After recognition by Pan- 
hellenic Council and the dean 
of students, a new sorority 
must be approved by the 
Board of Directors to receive 
official college acceptance 
During the two-year trial 
period which follows, the 
group has all the privileges 
of a campus organization 
but must not contact or cor- 
respond with any national 
sororities.

Since patforms do 
not cover all issues which 
may and do arise, voting must 
occur in which personal opin- 
ions, taking into account the 
people’s welfare, play their 
part—as I hold they should.

For the Hornets, the white- 
wash job climaxed what could 
be called a streaky season. 
They won the first game, lost 
the next two, bounced back 
to take three in a row, and 
then played dead offensively 
as they lost the final three 
while scoring a total of eight 
points. 


Aggies Dominate Game 

Saturday night at Davis, the 
Aggies completely dominated 
the ball game. The first half 
was a scoreless battle The 
Mustangs moved the ball well 
but just couldn’t push across 
a score as the rugged Hornet 
defense stiffened with their 
back to the wall. 

On the Sacramento side it 
was a different story, though. 
When the Hornets got the 
ball, and that wasn’t often, 
they couldn’t seem to get 
rolling against the tough Ag- 
gie defense.

Following the halftime en- 
tertainment, the Mustangs 
broke into the scoring col- 
umn. In the third quarter 
they put together a 60 yard 
sustained thrust for the first 
score. 

Starting on their own 40, 
the running of Bob Foster, 
Gary Judd and Ron Sbragia 
moved the ball to the Hornet 
three. The big gainer was 
a reverse on which Sbragia 
carried the ball to the 13, a 
35 yard gain 

From the three, fullback Skip 
Davies rammed the ball over 
in two thrusts into the line.

Late in the third quarter 
and early in the fourth the 
Hornets began to move the 
ball. As the third quarter 
ended SSC had the ball on the 
Aggie 27. The first play in 
the fourth quarter broke the 
Hornets back. 

Paulk Injured 

Quarterback Wayne Paulk 
faded to pass and was lit- 
erally crushed by Aggie Jim 
Haynie. Paulk suffered a nine 
yard loss and a mild concus- 
sion. Johnny Olander re- 
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placed Paulk tn a fourth down 


situation. Olander went for 
the distance and threw to 
Gary Kelley on the five. Kel- 
ley dropped the ball and the 
Hornet scoring chance. 
Midway in the fourth quar- 
ter, the Mustangs put the 
game on ice. Olander, forced 
to punt in his own territory, 
got a high center snap and 


was rushed hard. He got 
off a 14 yard boot, to the 
Hornet 44.

From there, the Cal grid- 
ders took nine plays to move 
in for the touchdown. Quar- 
terback Dick Carriere sup- 
plied the clincher as he rolled 
out around his right end from 
the 12 and danced to pay- 
dirt. 

Carriere’s pass for conversion 

was batted down by Steve 
Anderson, but the Hornets 
were detected holding and the 
Aggies got another shot. This 
time Carriere to Moore com- 
bination clicked and _ the 
score was 14-0. 

So it went. The Hornets of 
Ray Clemons’ closed out the 
season without scoring in 
their final eight quarters of 
football. 

The SSC defensive unit 
suffered a blow when guard 
Tom McKerras received a hip 
pointer about halfway through 
the second quarter and didn’t 
play the remainder of the 
night. , 

As for the injury to Paulk, 
the concussion was only 4a 
mild one. He was taken to 
the hospital and remained 
there over night for observa- 
tion. 

Moreno Outstanding 

An outstanding perform- 
ance was turned in by guard 
John Moreno. He didn’t suit 
up all week because of a bad 
shoulder but turned in a ster- 
ling performance as he closed 
out his college grid career. 
Moreno went both ways 
against the Aggies, as he did 
all season. 

Record-wise on the season, 
Ray Clemons first season as 
the SSC head coach wa 4-5. 
On the basis of the stunning 
Hornet upset of highly touted 
Humboldt State, the Sacra- 
mento season may be termed 
somewhat of a success.
